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Dictionary Owned 


By Buchanan Found

old dictionary which is believed to 
lave helped increase the vocabulary of 
the 15th president 
of 
the 
United 


States during his school days was dis7 
covered, recently in a pile of dusty, 
age-yellowed volumes in the New 
Hampshire Historical Society building. 


The dictionary was 
published in 


Philadelphia in 1706. On the fly was 
the date "1801" and the names of 
James Buchanan and his father, giv- 
ing rise to the belief that the book was 
a gift from father to son. 


Director Otis G. Hammond^.of the 


Historical Society said he was con- 
vinced that the dictionary once be- 
longed to the 15th president and in- 
dicated that it would be presented to 
the Permsylmania State Historical So- 
ciety because Buchanan was a native 
of that state.

LITTLE ROCK-(U.R)—Arkansas rap- 


idly is mertding its damaged financial 
structure, a portion of which gave way 
in the make of the crash of Caldwell 
& Co., Nashville, Tenn., investment 
banking house. 


A check of• the state's 440 banks,, 


which were operating prior to the 
crash, made by the state banking de- 
partment, shows 76 were either closed 
or suspended during November, and 
of that number 19 have resumed busi- 
ness 
following 
reorganization and 


mergers. 
• 


Financial and business leaders are 


confident the situation is on the up- 
ward trend, indicating the march back 
to normalacy is well underway. 


Slate banking department officials 


said other reorganizations are in pro- 
cess and that other institutions will 
reopen before the. first of the year. 


W. E. Taylor, state banking com- 


missioner, sa?d it was impossible to 
determine how many of the closed 
banks will be liquidated. Depart- 
ment agents nre checking the affairs oi 
the affected institutions and a definite 
report is expected within the~'nexi 
few days. 


It also was pointed out a large num- 


ber of banks caught in the wave of 
financial difficulties wore small and 
will effect mergers placing them on a 
more sound basis. 


Examiners are busy checking over 


the assets 'of the American Exchange 
Trust company here, the closing of 
which precipated the run against the 
group controlled by the A. B. Banks 
company, which held stock in approx- 
imately 35 of the 76 closed. A meet- 
ing of the board of directors in sched-

One of the developments of Auction 


and Contract that is seldom discussed 
may be designated "Lost Tricks." The 
hands that contain aces and kings play 
themselves to such an extent that even 
the weak player can go game with 
them. The hands where lost tricks be- 
come important are those that require 
good judgment, keen perception, and 
above all a thorough understanding 
between partners. Tricks that are lost 
under such conditions are the "might 
have beens" of Auction that irritate 
and rankle in the memory, some times 
for clays. One expert is authority for 
the statement that four out of every 
five rubbers are "chucked" and most 
Auction players will agree with him. 
Such a statement shows the importance 
of lost tricks and the necessity of 
eliminating their causes.. 


All games of cards alTord an excellent 


opportunity to study human nature 
and never to such an extent as when 
the lost tricks crop up. Avoid criticism. 
Play Auction and Contract the best 
you can but never let it upset you or 
your temper. Lost tricks are a part of 
the game, both for you and your part- 
ner, so never let them disturb your 
equanimity. Auction and Contract are 
games that properly played will act as 
a sound training both for the mind and 
temper. Remember, a cool head is a 
valuable asset, especially if you are to 
avoid lost tricks. If you become dis- 
turbed either by your own lost tricks 
nr by your partner's, it means that you 
will lose other tricks^before_you regain 
control of yourself. There tg only one 
thing worse than losing your temper 
aver a'partner's bad play and that is 
;o do so over your own lost tricks. Play 
so to perfect your whole game that you 
will automatically take care of lost 
Iricks. Only a thorough grasp of all the 
details of the game will enabje you to 
ivoid the pitfall of "lost tricks;" so 
ieep plugging away. The 
_ winning 


:ricks take care of themselves in a most 
astonishing way. Big hands play them- 
selves but the ability to make the most 
>ut of poor hands is what differentiates 
:he good player from the poor one. 


It is impossible to specify or enumer- 


ite the many situations wherein tricks 
ire lost. One of the most common is 
.aking a finesse that may gain d trick 
f it wins but loses game if it loses. 
STever risk the loss of a f ure game to 
rain onv) trick. Another Vfry comaion 


cause of lost tricks is the refusal of a 
player to shift the suit when he finds 
that his own suit is hopeless, Another 
favorite method of the weak player is 
to refuse to unblock his partner's suit. 
The weak player is:very ingenious in 
his methods but hi? old stand-by, the 
one that never fails to lose tricks and 
usually game, is the refusal to trump 
in with the best trump. What is more 
harrowing than to have a partner, let 
the declarer discard all his losing cards 
on an established suit merely because 
the partner refused to part with his 
best trump? 


There are numberless other ways,''of 


course, in which the army of logt tricks 
is augmented but it is not advisable or 
necessary to enumerate them. Remem- 
ber the cause of your lost tricks, and if 
possible try to avoid making the same 
mistake again. If you do not under- 
stand the why or wherefore of the play, 
don't hesitate to ask a better player. 
There is always some player in every 
card club who loves to discuss the game 
and is only too willing to explain away 
the cause of your lost tricks. Work to 
improve your game and you will be 
surprised how greatly you will add to 
your own pleasure and that of your 
partner. 


Before concluding the question of 


lost tricks, always Dear in mind the 
fact that occasionally the loss of a trick 
is justifiable. Do not hesitate to risk 
the loss of a trick when the only chance 
is to find in your partner's hand the 
card that will save the game. Very 
often, near the end of a hand, you will 
need a certain number of tricks to save 
game; and then is the time to think 
what card or cards your partner must 
have to save game and then play ac->. 
cordingly.'Some times you will lose a 
trick by these tactics, but such a. lost 
trick is a justifiable loss and you will 
be astonished to ascertain how often 
you will save the game. 


The declarer often has the same 


opportunity; that is, of mentally plac- 
ing the cards in the hands of his oppo- 
nents in the only way to make the 
game possible and playing accordingly. 
Very frequently an expert player will 
so plan the play of the hand and lose a 
trick that the weak player never would; 
but'"a trick lost under such'clr<?Uin- 
stances is well lost, if lost in the course 
of an attempt to make a game in the 
only way pebble.
